Bat  it  must  not  be  understood 
that  ho  was  simply  and  only  a con- 
troversialist. lie  was,  jvhen  be 
turned  himself  defose  tojdo  it,  a 
tremendous  preacher  of  tf  e simple 
gospel,  and,  in  early  life,  was  a 
great  revivalist.  In  the  tor.iih  of 
his  power,  it  is  much  to  le  regret- 
cd,  ho  left  off  the  preaching  of  re- 
vival  sermons  and  devoted  him- 
self almost  entirely  to  tqo  discus- 
sion of  theological  dogmks.  The 
last  years  of  his  life  he  gave  to 
what  he  called  “chair  tajlks.”  It 
was  after  ho  was  paral)  zejf  on  one 
ssde.  These  talks  were  bvangoli- 
cal,  full  of  grace  and  spjirit,  and 
were  a delight  to  those  who  heard 
them,  as  well  as  a great  profit. 

Dr.  Graves,  through  his  writing 
and  his  preaching,  built  uj>  around 
him  a tremendous  person*  I follow- 
ing. He  took  up  certain  i[uostions 
and  discussed  them  with  great  per- 
sistence and  force,  until  bo  won 
large  numbers  of  peoplel  to  his 
views.  His  first  great  risk)  was  on 
the  ‘‘landmark”  issuo,  aw  laid  out 
by  J.  M.  Pendleton,  the  essence  of 
which  is  that  the  gospel  ministry 
is  an. institution  of  a gospel  church, 
and  that  all  authority  for  the 
spread  of  the  gospol  is  vested  in 
the  churches  as  executives  ot

The  country  boy  ia  the  city  is 
more  liable  to  be  dazzled  and  mis- 
led  to  bis  ruin.  If  he  be  indus- 
trious and  thrifty,  ho  is  sure  to  be 
‘spotted”  as  a valuable  victim. 
The  parasites  of  the  city  do  not 
beset  the  worthless  and  improvi- 
dent. They  are  not  worth  pursu- 
ing. The  young  man  who  is  well, 
doing  and  beginning  to  be  pros, 
perons  in  a small  way  is  a prize, 
and  every  effort  is  made  by  the 
various  dens  of  iniquity  to  capturo 
him.  The  saloon,  the  gambling 
den,  and  worse  places,  depend  for 
their  existence  upon  productive  in- 
dustry. To  live  they  moat  succeed 
in  entangling  wago  or  profit  earn- 
ers. The  more  industrious  and 
thrifty  a young  man  is,  the  sharper 
is  the  competition  among  them'for 
possession  ot  him.  To  “rope  him 
in”  they  employ  the  most  adroit 
and  attractive  men  and  women  to 
follow  him,

The  probabilities  ot  a successful 
and  useful  life  for  a country  boy 
are  much  more  favorable  for  him 
where  he  is,  than  they  would  be  in 
a city.  There  the  probabilities  are 
•in  his  favor;  in  a city  they  would 
be  strongly  against  him.  The  ex- 
ceptions are  those  boys  who  evince 
a marked  aptitude  and  talent  for 
some  specialty,  or.  high  degree  of 
general  talent.  Buch  boys  will  find 
their  path  to  distinction. 

The  highest  success  a boy  can  set 
for  himself  is  independence,  the 
control  of  himself  and  his  own  re- 
sources,  whatever  they  may  be.  Ho 
may  attain  it  as  a farmer,  as  a pro- 
fessional man,  and  he  may  attain  it 
as  an  employe.  An  employe,  if  he 
set  himself  to  the  task,  may  make 
his  employer  dependent  upon  him 
— reverse  the  relation  between 
them — and  there  is  no  higher  suc- 
cess or  reward.  A young  man 
whose  employers  trust,  respect, 
and  lean  upon,  and  whom  they  feel 
to  be  “indispensable,”  has  won  both

A great  feature  of  his  eloquence 
was  that  it  was  equally  effective 
with  all  classes.

great  feeling.  It  was  on  what 
Gov.  Joe  Brown,  ot  Georgia,  so 
often  emphasized  as  the  main 
thing— judg-ment,  putting  the  ac- 
cent on  the  last  syllable.  S.  S. 
Prentist,  with  all  of  his  marvelous 
gifts,  made  almost  boundless 
money,  bnt  was  always  poor,  al- 
ways in  debt.  Cicero,  thongh  per- 
haps he  saved  Romo  by  his  elo- 
quence,  could  not  control  the  for- 
ces about  him  in  a way  to  stay  in 
Romo.  The  snme  is  true  of  De- 
mosthenes, and  in  all  English  his- 
tory there  arc  only  one  or  two  moa 
who  rank  as  great  orators  and,  at 
tho  same  time,  successful  men  of 
affairs.  Webster  oould  not  take 
care  of  himself  at  all.  Olay’s 
friends  had  to  pay  him  out  of  debt. 
Calhoun  only  escaped  debt  and 
constant  annoyance  by  tirrning  all 
of  his  affairs  over  to  his  wife,  who 
chanced  to  bo  a woman  of  excellent 
judgment.  Dr.  Graves  was  never 
intended  to  be  a leader  in  affairs. 
Ho  projected  great  enterprises  un- 
wisely, and  one  after  another,  they 
failed,  through  no  lack  of  good 
purpose,  but  lack  of  good  judg. 
ment.  The  same  tendency  of  tho 
orator  to  see  things  vivid  and 
strong  led  Dr.  Graves  into'lhcolog- 
ical  cxlremos.  Ho  amplified  and 
extended  the  landmark  idea  to  take 
in  things  never  thought  of  by  his 
early  associates.  He  distinctly  en- 
grafted upon  the  trunk  idea  of  J. 
M.  Pendleton  the  noB-intercom- 
munion  dogma,  and  this,  in  latter 
years,  he  urged  with  a vehemence 
and  dogmatism  which  led  Pendle- 
ton to  separate  from  him,  theo- 
logically, and  Renfroo  and  a great 
who  had  stood 


natufo  for  such  services  the  estab- 
lishment of  institutions  and  their 
management,  his  life  might  have 
been  more  fruitful.  But  be  that 
as  it  may,  no  single  man  has  more 
thoroughly  impressed  himself  on 
a large  number  of  Baptists,  and, 
even  today,  tke  legacy  of  his  teach- 
ing ia  left  to  us  to  be  dealt  with 
after  the  necessities  of  our  times. 
His  powerful  personality  left  a 
large  number  of  men  bo  real  chance, 
for  thought.  He  drew  them  by 
instinct  to  be  followers,  or,  by  the 
force  of  his  personality,  he  drove 
them  into  opposition.  Speaking 
now  out  ot  my  convictions  I would 
say  that  one  of  the  things  le£t-to 
us  to  determine  is,  how  we  can 
harmonize  the  different  elements 
of  the  denomination,  and  how  we 
can  stop  movements  set  agoing  by 
him,  in  the  two  opposite  directions 
— an  extreme  dootrinal  system  and 
its  opposite,  denominational  loose- 
ness.  Dr.  Graves  was  tremendous 
to  enforce  a single  idea  His  mind, 
however,  was  not  synthotic,  and  it 
neither  knew  nor  cultivated  the 
grace  of  moderation. 

It  is  left  to  us  to  use  his  strong 
life  and  at  the  same  time  avoid 
some  of  hja  tendencies  toward 
what  is  captious  and  destructive 
of  a well  rounded  conception  of 
New]  Testarqejnt  teaching.

SALIENT  DOCTRINES. 

It  is  interesting  when  One  has 
studied  an  epistle  grammatically 
and  lexically,  in  a word  exegeti- 
eally,  to  turn  back  and  gather  up 
its  doctrinal  teaching.  Reilly  the 
object  of  exegesis  should  be  to  ar- 
rive at  the  doctrinal  imporf.  It  is 
my  purpose  to  peiot  out  as  briefly 
as  I can  the  leading  doctrines  ih 
Paul’s  letter  to  the  Ephesians. 

1.  The  Fatherhood  of  God  is 
frequently  mentioned.  There  are 
eight  referenoes  to  it  in  this  brief] 
document.  (1)  God  is  represented 
as  the  Father  of  the  Lord  Jcsu* 
Christ.  ‘‘Blessed  be  the  God  and 
Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
who  bath  blessed  with  every  spir- 
itual blessing  , in  heavenly  places 
in  Christ."  (1:8). 

(2) .  lie  is  represented  as  thp 
Father  of  all  Christians.  “Grace  to 
you  and  peace  from  God  otfr  Fath- 
er and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 
(1:2). 

(3) .  He  is  the  Father  of  all.  “One 
God  and  Father  of  all,  who  i$ 
over  all,  and  through  all  and  it) 
all."  (4:6).  This  Fatherhood  emj 
braces  both  angels  and  men.  “For 
this  cause  I bow  my  kneds  unto 
the  Father  from  whom  every  faml 
ily  (fatherhood,  in  Greek)  in  heav! 
en  and  on  earth  is  named."  (3:14; 
15).  Other  passages  showing  the 
absolute  or  universal  Fatherhood 
of  God  are  found  in  chapters  2:18} 
6;23. 

This  universal  Fatherhood  of 
God  is  evidently  taught  ib  many 
passages,  but  the  unique,  special 
sense  in  which  he  is  the  Father  of 
the  believer  must  uot  be  confound: 
ed  with  God’s  universal  Father! 
hood.  Nor  is  God  the  Father  of 
all  men  and  the  angols  in  the  sens^ 
in  which  he  is  the  Father  of  tha 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

2.  The  preexisten:  Christ  in 
his  relation  to  humanity.  Before 
the  foundation  of  the  worlq 
Christ’s  relation  to  redeemed  hu- 
manity was  in  the  mind  of  Deity., 
It  was  not  a provision  to  ihect  an 
emergency  growing  out  of  the  con- 
dition whieh  arose  from  the  fall  of 
man,  that  God  determined  upon 
an  economy  which  would  consti-i 
tuts  Christ  the  head  of  new  spirit-j 
ual  race  the  second  Adam.  Sincej

Then  the  Culture  Courses  gives 
a training  in  Baptist  history,  mis- 
sions, doctrines  and  systematic 
daily  Ifible  readings  which  tend  to 
devciob  a strong,  well-ropnded 
Christian  manhood,  which  enables 
tho  young  Baptist  to  give  “a  reason 
ot  .the  hope  that  is  in  him.”  i 

Another  thing  for  which  the 
Union  (contends  is  that  whpro  a 
choice  iis  to  he  made  between  its 
own  meetings  and  that  oft  the 
cliurc-bj,  the  p^e-cminence  is  ajways 
to  be  diven  to  the  church  service. 
Where  this  rule  is  violated  and  the 
Union  becomes  self-sufficient  and 
neglects  the  regular  church  Iservi- 
ccs,  it  becomes  derilect  fjo  its 
motto  and  pronounced  aim;  and 
deserves  tho  contempt  of  the 
church,  which  it  invariably  re- 
ceives. 

ThoffTnion,  howovor,  as  wjell  as 
all  olbhr  departments  of  the  church 
work  depends  very  largely  upon 
the  pastor.  The  pastor  wjio  is 
awakeito  the  interests  of  the  Mas- 
ter’s cause  will  not  be  slow  to  win 
and  hojld  the  young  people  <^f  his 
church;  and  jdirect  their  energies 
for  thej  glory  of  God.  The  pastor 
who  Stands  in  the  midst  elf  bis 
young  people,  their  pronounced 
friend,  will  find  them  pliable  and 
easily  «d.  And  what  stronger  eu- 
trenchmont  can  a pastor  bave? 
When  te  wins  the  young  people 
the  ol<  er  ones  are  delighted,  and 
he  beebmes  a mighty  force  in  a 
community  in  directing  non  only 
the  religious,  but  the  social  life  of 
his  chhrch  and  thus  keepl  out 
m&r.v  fforbiddeu  and  hurtful  pleas-
